Remarks.—The slight improvement recently reported in the metal | 
market continues to make fair progress, and the revival in the trade | 
which becomes more and more palpable day by day is establishing 
itself upon a sounder and more effectual foundation, and although in | 
some cases fluctuations have occurred and concessions been made, yet | 
they have produced little or no injurious effect. Here and there a | 
sensitive feeling may exist on account of the occurrence of some slight | 
adverse circumstance, which perhaps to some extent intimidates weak 
holders, and causes realization; but this unquestionably does good to | 
the trade at large, for prices are thus prevented from being enhanced 
too rapidly, and another opportunity is thereby afforded regular buyers 
to effect their purchases upon reasonable terms. ‘There is a general | 
opinion existing of a coming prosperity for the trade, not based upon | 
any mere unfounded hope, but backed in a most forcible manner by 
the prevalance of numerous favourable incidences which cannot pos- 
sibly fail to produce a most beneficial influence, in causing an increased | 
demand, and thus enhancing prices, unless some unforeseen and un- 
expected incident arises to check the resuscitation in the trade. It is 
needless now to recapitulate these numerous events which are of such 
vast importance, for they have so frequently been vividly enumerated | 
in these columns, and the various influences they are likely to bear have 
separately and collectively been brought before our readers. Even 
some time back when the markets appeared so dull and gloomy, we | 
pointed out the almost inevitable results which must attend a cheap 
range of prices, combined with a satisfactory state of political and 
monetary affairs. This result is now beginning to manifest itself. 
There is every appearance of a general development in the trade, and | 
prices have already, for the most part, commenced to make an upward | 
progress; and although generally there has been no very marked 
advance, it may surely be taken as a criterion that the visible im- 
provement in the trade is not caused merely by speculation, but can 
be attributed to a real, genuine, and legitimate increase in the bond fide 
demand; and although this melioration is perhaps not altogether 
general, for there are still a few markets which have not as yet fully 
responded, yet the better feeling which prevails will doubtless tend to 
stimulate business in such markets, for not unfrequently does the one 
follow in sympathy with the other, in whichever direction the general 
trade is moving. During the depression now apparently just past, 
this was most prominently seen to be the case, first the falling off in 
the demand from one part, then from another, until extreme quietude 
prevailed throughout the whole of the markets, and if this was so | 
when the markets were, from time to time, becoming more and more | 
inanimate, it is not too much to expect a similar influence will be 
borne now that the markets are becoming more and more active, and

present at several experiments with respect to gas and the lighting 
of mines. Yet it is evident that the results will be of little or no 
value, and that nothing new will be initiated in consequence of the 
investigations of the members of the Commission. The Home Secre- 
tary stated that a preliminary report had been made, but delay had 
been caused by the examination of coal dust on safety-lamps—a 
matter which we on more than one occasion pointed out before 
the appointment of the Royal Commission, whilst our views cor- 
respond in every way with the results of the experiments made by 
Prof. ABBL, so that in that direction there has been no enlightenment 
whatever. More important still were the further remarks of Sir W. 
HARcouRT as to whether the Commission could cast any light as to 
the cause of explosions, with respect to which he could not speak 
with certainty, “ but he must say that the reports gave very little 
information as to the cause of the four terrible calamities which had 
occurred since he came into office.” As the Government Inspectors 
of mines, all practical mining engineers of ability, have been unable 
to trace the cause of the most serious explosions, it is not likely that 
others of considerably less experience will be able to show how such 
can be prevented. Some of the evidence taken before the Royal 
Commission has been given in the shape of notes, and there is little 
in them which can be considered of much value, and this we say from 


a perusal of some of them. As to sudden outbursts of gas, some valu- | 


able papers in connection with which were supplied by the Midland 


Institute of Engineers, we were able to give to our readers some time | 


since in anticipation of the report of the Commission. These out- 
bursts appear to have been most frequent in the South Yorkshire 
district, and their phenomena were traced in every possible way by 
some of the ablest mining engineers with a view to finding their 
source. The actual cause of these dangerous outbursts yet awaits 
solution, and we do not expect that the Commissioners’ report will 
add to what we already know about them. As to the working of coal 
the evidence shows a preference for the longwall system as against 
the pillar and stall principle, } 
taken into consideration the thickness of the seams being worked as 
well as the presence and the peculiar forms of the exceedingly dan- 
gerous and explosive gases. Longwall is the system acopted in many 
of our mining districts, and as a rule is considered the best, but ex- 
perience has shown that what is suitable for one mine is just the re- 
verse for another. Safety in working depends more upon the pru- 
dence, forethought, and caution exercised by the workmen and 
officials than on the method of working. Still the longwall system 


is the one that has most advocates, and as sinkings become deeper | 


will be more generally adopted. Where a mine is laid out on the 
longwall principle it could easily be made suitable for working by 
machinery, and the time must come when coal-cutting machines will 
supersede hand labour. hee nat 

The deeper pits are sunk the greater the difficulty would be as to 
the ventilation, and in this respect the compressed air by which coal- 
cutting machines are driven would greatly aid it by the pure, cold, 
and unadulterated air that could be thrown on to the working faces. 
A good deal of evidence has been taken as to blasting with explo- 
sive agents, and the opinions of Government Inspectors and others 
have been conflicting, some considering it safe under certain condi- 
tions, and essential to the mines being kept in working operation.

Withrespect to ventilation, from 
the notes that have been given the evidence is not considered at all 
satisfactory by some of our mining engineers, who think that it 
should have been the leading part of the enquiry, whilst it seems to 
have been taken as of but secondary importance. Ventilation is in- 
separably connected wlth safety, and certainly holds the first place 
During the last few 
years great changes have taken place with respect to it, and the old 
| furnace system is gradually giving way before the advance of me- 
| chanical inventions of a highly scientific character. Mine owners 
have shown every desire to avail themselves of all new appliances in 
ventilation calculated to give greater security to their workpeople, 
so that the furnace at many places has been superseded by the fan. 
We should certainly like to have had other views of the Commission 
as to the best and most economical system of ventilation, but this 
seems to be out of the question. A great deal of attention has evi- 
dently been paid to the safety-lamps in use, and some interesting 
experiments were made, and evidence taken in most of the great 
| mining centres with respect to them. The Davy and Clanny appear 
| to divide between them the principal share of commendation. In | 
}some of the most fiery districts in the kingdom, however, the Ste- 
phenson is considered by far the safest, and many miners will work 
with no other. But after all the time that was devoted to the test- 
ing and examining of lamps it is by no means improbable that be- 
fore long they will be altogether dispensed with, for only last week 
the members of the Commission visited the Pleasley Colliery, near 
Mansfield, to witness some experiments with the Swan electric light. 
Upwards of 500 yards of the main roads were lighted, and all the 
| pit bottom as well as the workings up to the face of the coal. A 
peculiar kind of lamp, enclosed in a lantern, and which could be 
carried along or hung up on the timber in the pits was used. The 
experiments were watched with great interest by a number of col- 
liery owners, managers, and others, besides the members of the 
Royal Commission. The light was brilliant, and all that could be 
| wished for, and was highly thought of by the miners, who saw in it 
what they had long heen waiting for. The electric light would be 
of the greatest possible value to the miner, who by it would be able 
to see clearly what he was doing instead of being in comparative 
darkness, whilst there would be no fear of the gas igniting. 

Entire safety from explosions, with a power of getting a much 
larger amount of mineral, would be the result of the electric light if 
adapted to underground mining operations, and of which there now 
appears to be but littledoubt. The time occupied by the Commission 
in connection with the lamp question will thus have been thrown 
away, and the introduction of the electric light will not have to be 
credited to the members composing it. What are termed safety- 
lamps have been tested in every possible way in the North of Eng- 
land and in Yorkshire, and their action has been recorded. But 
one thing was overlooked in connection with them, and that is the 
condition of the lamps when given out to the miners. The lamp 
| man tested them in his way, and many of them were defective, and, 
consequently, dangerous. It was left to Mr. EMBLETON, the oldest 
mining engineer in Yorkshire, to discover the means by which the 
slightest defect in a lamp can be made quite clear. This was ac- 
complished by plunging each lamp into a bath of gas, and the mode 
| was shown to the members of the Royal Commission when they 
visited the Oaks Colliery. The setting of timber was another item 
to which some attention has been paid, and certainly its importance 
cannot be over-rated, seeing that more persons are killed from “ falls,” 
owing to insuflicient propping in mines, than from any other cause. 
The question with respect to it appears to be whether it should be 
done by the workmen or by deputies, and the preference leans to- 
wards thé work being done by the former. 
necessary, for a miner cannot always be trusted to look as he ought 
to do for his own safety, but will run the risk of a fall rather than 
give a few minutes to the setting of timber. 

We have thus gone over the several points, or, at least, the prin- 
cipal ones, to which the attention of the Royal Commission was di- 
rected, and we now await the report, which is shortly to be presented 
to Parliament. After more than two years’ labour it might be ex- 
pected that the results would be proportionately great, but we are 
afraid that those who have anticipated any great addition to their 
previous knowledge as to the safe working of mines, more especially 
as regards the prevention of explosions, will be greatly disappointed. 
The electric light, we believe, will be adapted for mining operations. 
and on that, the prohibition of blasting in fiery mines, the strictest 
supervision, and the carrying out of the Acts of 1872 to the fullest 
extent, we shall look forward to deaths from explosions or other 
causes being comparatively few, and, it is to be hoped, almost un- 
known. 








OUR RAILWAY [RON ABROAD. 

Our exports of railway iron appear to have moved on fairly well 
in May, notwithstanding the less buoyant feeling which undoubtedly 
characterised our iron trade. Thus the aggregate shipments of rail- 
way iron in all directions in May amounted to 88,715 tons, as com- 
pared with 60,802 tons in May, 1880, and 49,831 tons in May, 1879. 
rhe shipments to the North of Europe were inconsiderable. There 
was an increase observable in the movement of our rails to Spain 
last month, and 2696 tons went to Brazil; but upon the whole the 
general foreign demand (the United States excepted) showed little 
| animation. The American consumption of our railway iron showed 
a decided increase in May, having amounted last month to 39,907 
tons, as compared with 29,439 tons and 1702 tons in the correspond- 
ing months of 1880 and 1879 respec y. It is certainly not a little 
remarkable that such a result as this should be witnessed when we 
take account of the severity of the import duties which our railway 
wateriel has to sustain on entering the United States, and the 
greatly increased productive power of American rolling mills. The

Thus, in the five months 
ending May 31, 1881, we sent the Americans 127,346 tons of our 
railway materie!, as compared with 93,873 tons in the corresponding 
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| This result is certainly satisfactory so far as it goes, and considerably 
| exceeded our expectations, as we had anticipated that American 
ironmasters, with the help of the heavy duties imposed on English 
| iron, would have been enabled to keep American markets more com- 
| pletely to themselves. There has, however, been such a feverish 
| activity displayed in connection with the prosecution of American 
railroad extensions that this has not been possible. The colonial de- 
/mand has been fairly good this year, but it has not made the pro- 
| gress which some may have anticipated, having regard to the much 
more tempting prices which have lately been current for rails. It 
might have been fairly anticipated, perhaps, that the ease with which 
Colonial Governments can now raise loans, coupled with the cheap 
rates prevailing for rails, would have given a great impetus to 
consumption. This impetus has not, however, been observable. On 
the contrary, the deliveries of railway iron made to the four princi- 
pal groups of British colonies in the first five months of this year 
have not held their own as compared with the corresponding de- 
liveries in the first five months of 1880. This will be seen by exam- 
ining the annexed table showing the deliveries of railway materiel] 
to the four principal groups in question during the first five months 
of the last three years :—

Some consolation may possibly be found in the fact that the decline 
is attributable to the diminished demand on British India account. 
There are just now special circumstances which militate against 
the active prosecution of State railways in India, but colonies such 
as India and Australasia, which are free to act for themselves, have 
been much larger consumers, it will be observed, of our railway ma- 
teriel of Jate. It is also very possible that when the year has some- 
what further developed itself some improvement may be witnessed in 
the colonial demand for our railway iron. We do not know that we 
shall see any material change for the better as regards British India, 
but we shall be disappointed if more encouraging figures are not pre- 
sented by Canada, South Africa, and Australasia.

In the early part of last month our tin market ruled steady, with 
a fair amount of business doing, principally for consumption, at 
20} c. for Straits or Malacca; transactions in large lines beingm‘uch 
circumscribed, owing to the indisposition of holders to part with 
their reduced stocks at prices so much below cost of importation 
from the East. With the exception of a few odd. lots early May 
shipments at 20c., delivered on dock, the business up to the middle 
of the month was entirely confined to the jobbing and retail demand. 
During the last fortnight, however, a parcel of Malacca tin, sup, 
posed to have been held off the market, having been brought forwara 
for sale in retail direct to consumers in competition with our regular 
distributing houses, prices gradually receded to 193 c. for retail lots; 
and our market closes unsettled. Despite the continued reduction 
in our actual and visible stocks since January 1 (from a total of 5485 
tons to 2920 tons at present) there is a great lack of confidence at 
the moment among those interested in this article. Speculation, 
though extremely active in Wall-street, is utterly wanting in metals. 
So long as this state of apathy continues there is but slender hope 
of a substantial improvement in tin, unless it be brought about by 
sheer necessity, which may at no distant date make itself felt, or as 
dealers find out that any further delay in replenishing their exhausted 
stocks will force them either to abandon the article altogether or else 
to import for theirownaccount,and leave it tothe Chinamen to fix the 
price. Already several brands of tin, notably lamb and flag, Australian 
and Billiton, areso scarce that consumers requiring these brands are 
obliged to pay a premium of from }c. to even 4c. per Ib. over the 
current rate for Straits and Malacca. This being the general position 
of the article, it certainly becomes a question with consumers and 
inland dealers whether it would not be advisable for them to abandon 
the hand-to-mouth system of supplying themselves, in which they 
now have indulged for over six months, as the time may not be far 
distant when the continued reduction in our available stocks may 
place them in an uncemfortable position. 
The London market maintained its position with great firmness 
| during the early part of the month. Opening at 87/. 10s. spot, it 
soon rose to 88/. 10s., and then gradually receded to 857. 15s. From 
this, however, it rapidly recovered, closing firm at 88/. spot, 89/. 
futures. The total shipments from Singapore and Penang during the 
past month to the United States have amounted to 50 tons per sail, 
and 325 tons per steamers.
